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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the description: 150 (see page 
12, line 6). Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

On page 12, line 6, "150" should be changed to "100". 
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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 13-24 and 28 are objected to because of the following informalities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

On line 13 of claim 13, "mountain" should be changed to "maintain". 

On line 5 of claim 28, "position" (second occurrence) should be changed to "pin". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 34, 35 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sakao 
etal (US 4,851,873). 

7. Sakao et al. (. . .873) disclose an image forming apparatus and a process cartridge 
mounted in a main body of the image forming apparatus to supply a toner to a developing roller 
to develop an electrostatic latent image which is formed on the photoconductive drum, 
comprising: a toner cartridge (8) having the developing roller (18) and slidably mountable in the 
main body to communicate with the photoconductive drum (col. 5, lines 9-15); a support 
member (126) in which the toner cartridge is movably disposed, and supporting and guiding the 
toner cartridge in the main body (col. 8, lines 18-58; and figures 3, 5 and 6) so that the 
developing roller moves linearly with respect to the photoconductive drum while the support 
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member is in a stationary state with respect to the main body (col. 9, line 15 - col. 1 1, line 39; 
and figures 1 and 3); and a press unit moving the developing roller of the toner cartridge with 
respect to the support member toward the photoconductive drum when the toner cartridge is 
mounted in the main body (col. 13, lines 15-36). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 36 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 1-33 and 37 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Saito (US 4,607,939), Kaneshige (US 4,821,063), Hiraoka (US 5,089,849), Kashiwagi 
(US 5,369,475), Ishiguro et al. (US 6,741,822) and Serizawa et al. (US 6,782,235) disclose a 
toner cartridge mountable in an image forming apparatus. 

Sugiyama et al. (US 5,289,241) disclose a waste container at an end of a developing 
housing.
